Beet Crop to Furnish Energy 


to Thousands of Our 
Soldiers. 


{BY A. F. DAY WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 31. 
——Just 100 sugar beet milis in 
the United States are now 
ready to turn out sugar tq 
furnish energy to our soldiers 
as soon as the harvesting of 
the sugar beet crop begins, ac- 
cording to advices received 
here from the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 

Sixteen of the mills, with 
capacities ranging from a few 
hundred tons to 3000 tons 
each twenty-four hours, were 
built In 1917 to help handle 
the 1918 crop. Seventeen 
mills were built in 1916 in 
these States: Wyoming, Idaho, 
Nebraska, Utah, Oregon, Colo- 
rado, Montana, Iowa, Califor- 
nia and Washington. 

California had the first 
sugar beet mill in the United 
States. This was built in 
1870.

The season's total output was 4426 
carloads of melons, not including 
487 carloads of watermelons shipped 
from the county during a short pe- 
riod. The total acreage this season 
was about 12,000.

| loupes in three big markets were: 
Los Angeles, May 28, $5; New York, 
May 31, $11; Chicago, May 29, $8. 
The average price for the season 
received per crate in four 
markets was $3.98.

The valley shipped a total of 
1,570,100 crates, with an average of 
forty-five, or 67,890,500 melons in 
all. One of the reasons assigned for 
the unusually high prices in the East

‘demand for the valley product ex- 


isted in markets adjacent to the big 
manufacturing centers.

COLONY TO HOLD PICNIC. 


F of the old Westminster Colony, 
Orange county, will gather for 

their second annual reunion next 

Saturday at Anaheim Landing. 

The Westminster Colony was a 
unique feature of the pioneer life 
of Southern California. The plan 
for it was conceived by Rev. L. P. 
a Presbyterian minister, 
whose desire it was to found a com- 


munity the members of which could ] 


think and work from a common ba- 
sis in the great community interests 
of religion and morals. After trav- 
eling over much of the upper part 
of California, Mr. Webber came to 
Anaheim in 1869, where the agent 
for the Los Angeles and San Ber- 
nardino Land Company showed him 
the company’s tract, a subdivision 
of one of the Don Abel Stearns 
ranchos, Los Coyotes. The follow- 
ing year Webber moved south, bring- 
ing his family from Santa Clara, 
and in October, 1870, received his 
first papers from the land company 
for 6500 acres, the price being $13 
an acre for the first six months, with 
50 cents an acre to be added there- 
after semi-annually for interest and 
taxes. He then scattered his pros- 
rects broadcast. 

The first man to respond to this 
call ts still a resident of Westmin- 
ster—John Youell Anderson of Vir- 


ginia, a veteran of the Civil War and 


one of the surviving members of the 
famous Stonewall Jackson Brigade 
of the Army of Virginia. 

Many families of Presbyterian 
ministers soon came to the commu- 
nity. Each New Year's Day the col- 
onists assembled themselves for a 
celebration and the reading of the 
colony records for the past year.
